No record has been kept of the assaults ex- 
cept those of the most serious nature and 
those in which arrests were made. Many 
men have been attacked whose names or ad- 
dresses could not be learned. Timekeeper 
O'Connor of the Fuller company and the offi- 
cials of the Edison company made up a par- 
tial list yesterday from time books and mem- 
ory. The names given are those of men who 
have been badly hurt. In many cases since 
the workmen have been armed the thugs 
have got the worst of it. Some of the

In many instances arrests have been made 
and a few of the assailants have been con- 
victed of assault and find or. put under bonds 
to keep the peace. The majority of the cases, 
however, have been continued from time to 
time and are still pending. By the methods 
peculiar to the Justice shops, many of the 
worst offenders have been discharged and 
continue to aésault and intimidate workmen. 
Some of them have forfeited peace bonds 
three or four times. They boast of their 
* pull,“ and openly declare that they are not 
afraid of arrest. 

The case of Charles Vink, who, with John 
and Herman Kemperman, was arrested for 
the shooting of Gruer, was partially heard 
yesterday by Justice Bradwell. The com- 
plainant against him was Pete? Kernan, who, 
with Robert Isel, was with Gruer when the 
shooting took place. Kernan testified the 
shooting occurred on the, stairway leading 
to the Twelfth street viaduct, between Fifth 
avenue and La Salle street. He said he saw 
Vink with a revolver in his hand, but did not 
see the shot fired. There was no scuffle to his 
knowledge, nor any loud words uttered. On 
cross-examination it was shown that Kernan, 
with Gruer and Isel, had followed Vink and 


the Kemperman brothers from the west

curred on the Twelfth street viaduct. 
The case was continued to Friday and the de- 
fendant was held without bail. Representa- 
tives of the Carpenters’ Union swore out war- 
rants in the morning before Justice Prindi- 
ville for the arrest of the two Kempermans 
on a charge of murder, the men having been 
released Tuesday afternoon by Justice Brad- 
woll in bonds of $5,000 each on charges of 
assault with intent to kill. Last night they 
were arrested on the warrants charging mur- 
der by Maxwell. street officers and will be 
held by the police to await the verdict of the 
Coroner’s jury today. 
Strike a Failure. 

The strike itself is a failure. More men 
are at work today in the building than before 
the second strike was declared and 90 per 
cent of them are union men, though not 
affiliated with the organization that ordered 
the strike. The contractors have applications 
from four times as many men as they can use. 
In spite of the fact that so many men want 
to work and that the wages paid are the high- 
est union scale, it is necessary to protect the 
men in every possible way from persistent 
attacks of scores of men who haunt the build- 
ing and dog the footsteps of the workmen 
night and day. The police seem powerless to 
prevent assaults which are often committed 
in broad daylight in the middle of the down-

John P. Hopkins, Mayor—My Dear Sir: In the 
habeas corpus p of People vs. William 
D. Leatherman it appeared in evidence before 
me that one Charles Kiunucane holds a city 
license under which he keeps a saloon at No. 
435 Clark street, which, together with the living 
rooms therewith, isa common resort for waiy- 
ward girls, lewd women, and depraved men. 
One of the inmates of Kinnucane’s place 
testified she was 19 years old and had 
been there for over two . years, and 
that younger girls than herself are 
still there. If these things are true, as testified, 
Kinnucane is not under the law entitled “to a 
license, and I request that you investigate the 
matter and revoke his license if the above coniii- 
tions are found to exist. 1 would further say 
that many similar cases have been before me re- 
cently upon hearing, and I am warranted in tak- 
ing judicial notice of the fact that many such 
resorts of vice and debauchery exist in our city 
whose keepers hold licenses from the City of 
Chicago.

The habeas corpus case was that of W. D. 
Leatherman, a prisoner in the Harrison 
Street Police Station, held on the charge of 
vagrancy. He was described as a frequenter 
of Kinnucane’s resort. Leatherman testified 
that he had rep2atedly been arrested by the 
police without.a warrant and invariably re- 
leased when taken before a Justice. After 
hearing all the evidence the court remanded 
the prisoner with the understanding that if 
his friends procure for him a position he is to 
be released and allowed to go to work. 


Kinnuceane Once a Policeman. 


Charles Kinnucane’s groggery is only one 
of hundreds of similar deadfalls in Chicago. 
Outcasts of society of every grade are wel- 
comed there. Kinnucane, the proprietor, 
was for several years a member of the Cui. 
cago police force, His last duty as such was 
at the Harrison Street Station, where he 
served as a detective. He worked so well that 
after two or three years’ service he was able 
to retire with cash enough to start -a saloon. 

A reporter for Tue Tam visited the 
place late last night. It is in a two-story 
frame building which stands flush with the 
street. The outside doors stood wide open. 
Just inside was a cigar stand and then double 
swinging doors, set with mirrors, leading to 
the barroom. Leaning against the bar on the 
south side of the room was a negress of 
the baser sort, drinking a glass of 
grog. 4 lost cregture, white, with 
a dress low cut and extending just below her 
knees, stood by the stove. A dozen vaga- 
bonds were watching a game of pool at a 
table in the rear. A tough-looking individual 
sat at a wheezy old piano and was making an 
effort at playing popular airs. Ina few min- 
utes three women with painted faces and 
scant attire came in from a 
adjoinmg to the south One of 
them did not appear to be over 
16 or 17 years of age. All bore the marks 
of dissipation and vice. One of the men 
seized the girl and attempted to waltz. There 
was a struggle, in which much profane lan- 
guage was used,and at which every one

HUGE FRAUD OHARGED AT TAQOMA. 


The City Thinks It Was Swindied Out of 
$1,000,000. 

Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—In a 
supplemental complaint filed today in a suit 
to recover $1,000,000 of the Light and Water 
company, of which C. B. Wright of Philadel. 
phia, ex-President of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, is principal owner, the city alleges 
that Isaac W. Anderson, a stockholder in the 
company and a director of the Northern 
Pacific; Theodore Hosmer, its President; 
Harris A. Corell, formerly stenographer in 
the New York State Senate, who was Presi- 
dent of the City Council at the time, through 
bribery and fraud, at an expense of $100,- 
000, sold the water plant to the city for 
$1,750,000 when the property was not worth 
over $750,000. Ex-City Treasurer George 
W. Boggs and many prominent citizens are 
cited as bribers.

Wis., Dec. 5.—([Special. ]—Presi- 
dent Adams of the State University is out in 
a long interview on prevalent abuses in col- 
lege athletics, He received a letter from the 
President of Purdue University asking him 
if he would favor a meeting of college Presi- 
dents with a view to correcting such abuses 


as are springing up in college athletics, Pres- 


ident Adams wrote that he was in favor of 
such a meeting and would be glad to partici- 
pate if it were held at a convenient time. 

President Smart thinks there is considera. 
ble danger from the encroaching spirit of 
professionalism, and seems to be of the 
opinion that this can be checked if rightly 
managed. President Adams said: : 

The advantages of football to players, 
strange as it may seem to those who have not 
observed and thought of the matter carefully, 
are unquestionably chiefly moral in their na- 
ture, Ido not by any means ignore the fact 
that it works off an enormous amount of 
physical energy that formerly was apt to be 
turned into other directions, I have ofher ad- 
vantages in mind.

ence of college Presidents of the larger 
Western universities will be held to canvass 
the whole subject of athletics, with a view to 
putting them on a somewhat more rational 
basis. In referense to abolishing the game of 
foothall he said that while a member of the 
Executive committee of the university 
had expressed himself in favor of 
such action and introduced a resolu. 
tion to that effect the . committee 
itself had not taken, any such action. He 
says the whole subject of athletics has been 
referred toa special committee, which will 
carefully consider it, and that hedoes not look 
for hasty or injudicious action. The sort of a 
game of football that was played some little 
time ago by Harvard and Yale at Springfield 
should not be countenanced, and has seriously 
prejudiced the game both with college 
authorities and the public generally. But 
in his opinion slugging is not a necessary 
incident ‘of the game, and it is the duty of 
college authorities to take such action as will 
put an end to that and other objectionable 
features of the game. A student guilty of 
slugging should either be dismissed from col- 
lege or prohibited from participating in 
similar contests. President Rogers added 
that so far as he knew the students in North- 
western University had not tolerated slug- 
ging in football.

STARTLING TESTIMONY AS TO MRA D. 


OWOROFT BROS.’ BANK. 


Expert Accountant Declares They Were 
Insolvent, and Exhibits Are Shown the 
Judge Which Prove the Firm Was [n- 
solvent as Far Back as 1887, Though It 


Was Not Allowed to Go to the Jury a5 


Evidence=Lawyers Object Much but in 


Vain. 


The Meadowcroft trial yesterday was a be- 
wildermg mixture of figures representing 
immense sums of money juggled by experts, 
a mass of objections and legal quips and 
quibbles by the defense, and of startling reve- 
lations concerning the insolvent bank, The 
defense fought deperately against the admis- 
sion of any testimony based on the books of 
the bank, but when it came, even under re 
strictions, the mass of figures presented was 
enormous. Sifted down they showed simply 
the total insolvency of the bank on each dute 
admitted for examination, 


The star incident of the day, however, was | 


the attempt to have introduced in evidence 
documents in the handwriting of Frank R. 
Meadowcroft which showed that in 1885, 
1886, 1887, and 1888 the bank was continu- 
ously insolvent. These documents were not 
allowed in evidence, but counsel for the de- 
tense permitted them to go out for publica- 
tion. * 

The day opened with Attorney Helmer on

The State then put on Seymour Walton, an 
expert accountant, who had been employed 
by the receiver to brmg the old books of the 
Meadowcroft Bros. and the receiver's books 
into concord.

THINKS THE DECISION NOT GOOD. 


Mej. Stephen W. Groesbeck on the Case of 
Naval Pay Clerk Sayre. 

Maj. Stephen W. Groesbeck, Judge-Advo- 
cate Department of the Missouri, does not 
think the decision of Judge Hughes of Nor- 
folk, touching the case of Naval Pay Clerk 
Sayre, will be upheld by the Supreme Court. 
Judge Hughes decided that no court-martial 
had authority to sentence an officer or an 
enlisted man to imprisonment if there be 
a civil tribunal near at hand.

PLANNING TO FIGHT DIPHTHERIA. 


Purchase of Anti-Toxin by the New York 
Board of Health. 

New Tonk. Dec. 5.—The Board of Health 

today made arrangements for the purchase of 

the largest quantity of anti-toxin which has 


classes, according to the relative strength ot 
the preparation in each class. The total im- 
portation of anti-toxin by the agents in this 
city consists of 100 vials of the cheapest 
grade, fifty of the second, and twenty-five of 
the highest grade. About three-quarters of 
the vials in each grade are to be taken by the 
Board of Health, which will bring the cost of 
the purchase within the $1,000 limit pre- 
scribed by law, beyond which the Board of 
Health cannot go without advertising for 
bids. Dr. Biggs, the bacteriologist of the 
Health Department, intends to begin the use 
of anti-toxin immediately.

Clearing-House for Purchase and Distri- 
bution of Ores a Feature. 

Denver. Colo., Dec. 5.—L. Smith, Presi- 
dent of the Union Smelting company, which 
has large works at Louisville, confirms the 
report that a smelter combine has been 
formed. The Union Smelter is not in the 
combine and Mr. Smith says it has been boy- 
cotted by the trust. The clearing-house 
feature of the scheme.“ said Mr. Smith. is 
a good one, and if that were all there is co it 
we would be in favor of it. By this plan each 
smelter registers all of its contracts for ore in 
the trust clearing-house.

The fifth annual meeting of the Visiting 
Nurses’ Association was held yesterday after- 
noon in the Masonic Temple. The associa- 
tion numbers nearly 500 members, who have 
lost none of the enthusiasm that has oper 
characterized their labor of love. Elevé 
trained nurses, supported by membership 
duos and donations of charitably disposed 
persons, are sent out to heal the sick and care 
for the dying. A goodly assemblage of asso- 
ciation members, including the uniformed 
nurses, were present at the meeting. The 
President, Mrs. E. C. Dudley, read an inter- 
esting paper on the history of the asso- 
ciation. The report of the Secretary, 
Mrs. H. B. Butler, showed, that the 
association had cared for 246 families dur- 
mg last winter, and during May and June had 
nursed 276 smallpox patients, besides attend- 
ing to the regular routine work. Mrs. Will- 
iam P. Conger, the treasurer, reported that 
$16.695 had been received during the year 
and $14,261 expended, of which $7,020 was 
for nurses’ salaries. The bead nurse, Miss 
Emily Wakem, reported that 2,939 patients 
were cared for during the year, which called 
for 22,979 visits of the nurses. Dr. Reynolds 
of the Health Department was introduced. 
In the course of the address he said: It is 
my duty to acknowledge, in the first place, 
the city’s indebtedness,to the Visiting Nurses’ 
Association for its services in connection 
with 3 1 ol last 
spring. It not possible to overestimate 
the value. It is not alone the material aid 
afforded in furnishing and maintaining a full 
corps of nurses for our new tem =e hos- 
pital, for that might be measu in dollars 
and cents, paid out of your own resources. 
But the moral support which your action gave 
the Department of Health can be gauged by 
no such pecuniary standard. This work the 
association did last wiater atan expenditure 
of $2,400.

PINDINGS IN HIRSHFIELD OASE. 


Complete Vindication for the Wife in the 
Formal Order. 

Fando, N. D., Dec. 5.—The findings of facts, 
conclusions of law, and order for judgment in 
the Hirshfield case were signed by the court 
this afternoon. Among the findings of fact 
are that the parties were married in Chicago 
Nov. 27, 1893, in due form of law and are 
now husband and wife; that the marriage has 
never been dissolved, vacated,. or an- 
nulled, but is now in full force; that de- 
fenaant gave birth to a child at Helena 
about May 20, 1894. of which child plain- 
tiff is the father. That defendant, prior to 
said marriage, was not intimate with any 
other person than the plaintiff, nor did she 
prior to such marriage conduct herself in an 
improper manner; that plaintiff entered into 
the marriage of his own free will, and that 
there was no duress or fraud upon said plain- 
tiff; that plaintiff was sound in mind prior to 
and subsequent to the date of marriage. The 
court allows a reasonable sum to the defendant 
for expenses in taking depositions, securing 
attendance of witnesses, and other expenses 
cennected with defense aside from attorneya’ 
fees, andan additional sum for attorneye— 
amount not yet agreed on. Three hundred dol- 
lars has heretofore been aliowed for this pur- 
pose and $1,000 for other purposes. Ihe 
con2lusions of law are: That tne court has 
full jurisdiction both as to cause and parties; 
that the marriage contract was in all respects 
valid and binding; that the same was and is 
free from fraud or duress; that plaintiff was 
mentaliy sound at the time same was 
solemnized; that no cause exists under the 
evidence for the annullment of the contract.

New York, Dec. 5.— [Special.] —It became 
evident today that the Rev. Father Ducey’s 
close attendance at the sessions of the Lexow 
committee have been compulsory rather than 
from curiosity, and the seeming withdrawal 
of the Archbishop’s commands that the priest 
keep away from the committee has been made 
only after it had been explained to him that 
Father Ducey had been subpoenaed to appear 
as a witness by Mr. Goff, which order he was 
bound to obey. When the question of 
having been served with a subpcena to give 
testimony was put to Father Ducey today 
during the session of the cemmittee, he 
seemed somewhat surprised the secret had 
leaked out. He replied, rather testily: 1 
am like Mr. Goff; I cannot be expected to 
make public the secrets of the Lexow com- 
mittee.“ e 

Then you do possess secrets of the com- 
mittee?’ he was asked. 

Now you have me, but please do not ask 
me to eay anything further.”

But Father Ducey thought he had already 


.said too much and opened up a conversation 


with Lawson N. Fuller, who was sitting at 
his side. Later in the day he said he could 
not make public the contents of the Arch- 
bishop's latest letters to him. It is believed 
they were in reference to the subpona. Sen- 
ator Lexow and Lawyer Goff both refused to 
deny or affirm the report that Father Ducey 
was carrying a subpona around in his pocket. 
Lawyer Moss said: I would rather not say 
anything about it yet. Maybeat seme other 
time I can tell you more.“ * 

Father Ducey is still outspoken at the way 
Archbishop Corrigan has acted in the matter. 
Now that Father Ducey tacitly admits he 
possesses secrets of the Lexow committee 
much speculation exists as to what the nature 
of these may be. It is difficult to imagine 
how a Catholic clergyman could 
least knowledge of police blackmail save 
through hearsay evidence, and the time is 
anxiously awaited when he will go on the 
witness stand. 

Late tonight Father Ducey dictated a few 
lines that are likely to cause an increase of 
the bad feeling existing between the Arch- 
bishop and himself. He said: * A message 
has come to me from the Archbishop’s house 
that Father Newey, the Archbishop’s new 
Secretary, said to a representative of the press 
tonight if Father Ducey wished to 
make public the second letter marked pri- 
vate’ sent to the Rector of St. Leo’s by his 
Excellency the Archbishop of New York, 
Mgr. Corrigan, Father Ducey was perfectly 
free to publish the letter and Archbishop Cor- 
rigan would make no objections. I thank the 
Archbishop for his permission, I shall avail 
myself of his xcellency’s permission 
and will give hig letter and any 
correspondence to the public as soon asl can 
collect the documents. Father Ducey added 
he would not receive another letter from the 
Archbishop if it were murked private, asa 
the second letter for him had been. He said 
that the correspondence between the Arch- 
bishop and himself would be given out at 6 
p. m. tomorrow unless the unexpected hap- 
pened. 

Corbett Likely te Be Called, 

A sensation was caused in sporting circles 
last night by a report that Champion James 
J. Corbett would soon be called before the 
committee to tell what he knows about an at- 
tempted $7,000 blackmail several years ago. 
Corbett’s manager, Billy Brady, it is said, 
knows all about a certain transaction as well 
as the champion, and his testimony will serve 
as a very strong corroboration. 

When Charley Mitchell and Frank P. Slavia 
came to this country in 1891 they had three 
objects in view. First, to get one match be- 
tween Siavin and Sullivan; second, to arrange 
a limited round between Corbett and Mitch- 
ell: third, to give a series of boxing exhibi- 
tions throughout the country. The proposed 
match between Slavin and Sullivan fell 
through. Su uentiy a meeti took 
place between Corbett and Mitchel) in 
the Cli office Jan. 1, 1892. After 
much discussion it wae mutually agreed that 
for the gate receipts the men should meet in 
a limited number of rounds in Madison 
Square Garden. Brady had arranged with 
Mitchell to secure the Garden for the specified 
date, and actually put down a deposit for this 
purpose of $1.000. The fact of this step 
having been taken was conveyed to Mitchell 
at the meeting in a prearranged code by a 
friend. It was distinctly specified in the arti- 
cles that the contest was to be on purely 
scientifie lines, and it was to be decided on 
points. 

Blackmalilinag the Pugilists. 

Shortly after the match had been ratified 
the British boxer received a mysterious tele- 
gram from Brady asking that a certain friend 
should meet him secretly in the Astor House. 
The meeting took place behind closed doors, 
and Brady said there was a third party who 
wanted tocome into the deal. Mitchell’s 
friend inquired how much the third party’s 
coming meant. Brady replied the person re- 
ferred to wanted a third of the net receipts 
and would insist upon putting his own men on 
the turnstiles anc in the pay-boxes. The 
proposition almost winded Mitchell’s friend, 
who asked. Am I right in guessing this man 
as Mr. Policeman?’ Brady answered those 
were the terms demanded by the police of the 
precinct, adding that if they were not com- 


1 piied with no permission would be granted for 


the contest. 

Mitchell’s representative said: This is a 
$7,000 or $8,000 blackmail and you can 
tell the police for me, with my compliments, 
they may go smother themselves. I won't 
have Mitchell held 1 in daylight and his 
clothes gone through by highwaymen. That 
is my ultimatum.” — 

That is simply how Corbett and Mitchell 
never faced each other in competition in 
Madison Square Garden, though formally 
oh and scheduled to do so on the date 
given.

The fact is after the 
full day had been used by Havemeyer through 
his well-posted brokers, and sugar had 
climbed to 89 on transactions of about 
175,000 shares, or nearly half the entire

ILLINOIS AGAINST PROHIBITORY PRO- 
TECTION. 

Taz Tarecye printed yesterday interviews 
with a number of the members of the Repub- 
lican State Central committee as to the kind 
of protection the party should advocate. The 
opinions of these men are not. to be disre- 
garded. Each one of them, especially in the 
country districts, is very close to the people. 
He knows what they think generally much 
better than the Congressman does. During 
the late campaign these committeemen went 
around much more than the candidates did, 
mixed more with the voters, were on more 
familisr terms vith them.

Mr. Hainline of the Fifteenth District, 
made up of the Counties of Adams, Brown, 
Hancock, Henderson, McDonough, Schuyler, 
and Warren, says the people of this country 
have seen the evil of two extremes—the ex- 
treme of the McKinley bili and the extreme 
of the Wilson bill. The tendency is toward 
conservatism.“ The peopie want the party 
to pursue the middie path as Tun Tamer 
has urged it to so often. The people want 
the party to befor moderate protection be 
fore an election and for moderate, not pro- 
hibitory, legislation after it. They have only 
contempt for papers whose greed for post- 
offices and whose love for mill bosses is such 
that after an election has been won on a mod- 
erate, conservative platform they flop and be- 
gin bawling for prohibitory protection and 
denouncing asa free-trader every man who 
will not repudiate the party platform and go 
along with them. 

Mr. Hilton is from the Ninth District, 
which embraces the Republican Counties of 
Boone, Winnebago, Stephenson, Jo Daviess, 
Carroil, Ogle, and Lee. He said that he be- 
lieved in protection “tothe point where it 
| protects labor and protects industries, but not 
to the creation of trusts or anything that is 
prohibitive.”

Other members of the committee said they 
were opposed: to prohibitory protection, 
scouted the idea of the reénactment of the 
McKinley law, and avowed themselves in fa- 
vor of the middle of the road policy.

Some of them are permeated with sewer gas, 


not well to describe in a public print. 

The most atrocious places were found along 
the lower end of Ciark street, where the Chi- 
nese and morally ud people of other nation- 
alities are thickly huddled together with many 
whose only crime is poverty. The vicinity of 
Desplaines street is another section in which 
bakery conditions are deplorable, and these 
are not the only ones. It appears from the 
investigation thata considerable proportion 
of the people of this city eat bread which is 
prepared amid so much filth. that the ordi- 
narily clean person would loath il he knew the 
truth; and that even is not the worst. Much 
of the material sent out from these 
bakeries is dangerous to the health of 
those who eat it. The bread contains disease 
germs which have not been destroyed or ren- 
dered innucuous by the heat of the oven, 
and are taken into the stomach at imminent 
risk. Of course it will be understood that 
some of these germs are those of infectious 
diseases, and that in swallowing the bread 
bearing them the eater not only imperils his 
own health but that of others. The product 
may be the means of laying prostrate many 
of those who do not consume it themselves; 
and this phase of the matter renders it one of 
the highest public importance, which the san- 
itary authorities ought to attend to vigorous- 
ly, being armed with more power than they 
now possess should that be necessary to an 
elimination of this terrible evil from our 
midst. ¢ 

There is no law to reach the proprietors of 


the objectionable shops, and for that reason 


the assistance of the Civic Federation was 
asked by some of the bakers who are cog- 
nizant of the horrible conditions referred to. 
It was at their instance that the investigation 
was undertaken, andthe result proves the 
necessity of some stringent action to guard 
the public health from this mischief. It is 
intended to ask for the passage of a muniei- 
pal ordinance to regulate bakeries and per- 
haps to secure some legislative remedy for 
the evil which amounts to a crime against 
the community. 


RAILBOADS MUST NOT “POOL.” 

Prominent railroad men are reported to be 
using their utmost influence to procure a 
change in the inter-State commerce law 
which would permit them to pool their busi- 
ness. An ameadment was prepared some 
time ago to permit pooling under conditions 
which, it was claimed, could not possibly 
harm the public, and would be “a most ex- 
cellent thing for both public and railroads.” 
Now it is charged that the railroad lobby has 
determined if possible to change that so as to 
make things still worse for the people. The 
lobbyists are working for a provision that the 
Inter-State Commission shall have complete 
jurisdiction of the pooling business which is 
to be permitted, and it is believed the meas- 
ure they propose would take from the com- 
mission jurisdici:on over all business that was 
not pooled. 

Taz Tarsuxe wants to know what is going 
to be done about this matter. Will the bili 
to legalize railroad pooling be passed? Is 
Congress gomg to put the people of this coun- 
try back under the yoke of the railroads and 
to make it more burdensome for them than 
it was of old? Undoubtedly the passage of 
such a measure would reduce the people to a 


servitude far worse than any they suffered 


from before the passage of the inter-State 
co@merce law. Previous to that time the 
railroads of this or that section would unite 
to form a pool and jump up rates. This 
would hold for a while, generally only a short 
time. Then some member would kick over 
the agreement, which could not be enforced, 
asno pains or penalties were provided for 
the punishment of offenders. Followimg this 
there would be a season of cut rates suc- 
ceeded by another agreement, sometimes 
called a gentlemen's agreement,” possibly 
because of an @nfounded idea that there was 
honor among gentiemen in regard to railroad 
pooling. Under this rates would be pushed 
up again, and the unfortunate shipper made 
to pay for the comparative cheapness he pre- 
viously had enjoyed for a brief period. All 
of these agreements were of short duration, 
for the reason that they were non-enforce- 
able. 

Now the railroad magnates propose to have 
pooling legalized. They want to have abso- 
lute power toenforce pooling contracts by 
the imposition of pains and penalties in the 
case of any member that may dare to havean 
opinion of its own in regard to what it is fair 
and feasible to charge for services rendered, 
and dare to be independent, or try to be so. 
Grant them this, and at once they would pro- 
ceed enthusiastically to make the traffic pay 
all it would bear.“ Then the people, the pro- 
ducers and consumers of this broad land. 
would have absolutely no power to oppose to 


the solid front presented by the robber barons 


controlling the railroads. 

The animus of these men is plain enough. 
They want the traffic to be made to pay divi- 
dends on stock which really is worth nothing, 
and for which little or nothing was paid by 
the original holders. There are some lines 
the stock of which is paid up, and these pay 


dividends all right. There are other lines the | 
stock of which was paid for, but is worth very 

little. These are largely owned by Eastern 
men, who want that stock to pay a dividend, 


and they say the only way to effect this is to 
have pooling legalized. The bill provides that 


the pooling arrangements which are proposed 


shall be under the supervision of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, but what would 
thatamount to? Seven weak men, of whom Bill 
Morrison is a fair specimen! And these are to 
be expected to stand up against all the pressure 
to be brought to bear by the railroads! Why, 
the commission would interpose no greater 
obstacle to railroad rapaeity than a sheet of 
paper would to a hurricane. 
simply would have before them a free course, 


and would drive over it regardless of right 


exceptas they might stop short of extremi- 
ties which they deemed to be dangerous to a 
continuance of their power. 

So it is a matter of. great interest to know 
at the earliest possible moment what is going 
to be done with this bill. Is it to go through 
the House? Are there any Western men in 
that body who are going to vote for a measure 
which would make the farmers and cattle. 
raisers of their prairies tributary to the mo- 
nopolists and stock-jobbers who control the 
railroads which carry their freight? How 
will it be in the Senate? Will that body vote 


to tie the people hand and foot and hand them 


The railroads 
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mondpolists? How does Senator Cullom 
mand on this question? Does he approve the 


movement? Or is he closing his eyes and 


allowing the measure to slip through without 


such a protest and such relentless opposition 
as the people of Illinois demand from their 
Senators and Representatives? Is he propos- 
mg to bebave as did Saul, who guarded the 
clothes of those who stoned Stephen, but did 
not throw any rocks himself? Does he intead 
to cast his vote for the bill, but in a quiet way, 
in the hope that he will not be taken for an 
active participant in the crime? | 

If Congress is going to take out of the in- 
ter-State commerce law the only thing in it 


which is of any possible value to the people 


it would be better to repeal the law altogether 
than to leave it as a small, hollow carcass, a 
mere sheil, a mockery, a delusion and a snare, 
in the expectation that it will deceive the peo- 
ple into an idea they still have some protec- 
tion from the rapacity of the railroads. 
Much better abolish the fence than toallow 
part of it to remain after it has been broken 
down so badly as to afford no protection. 
Bat far better still would it be to insist on 
preventing ling by the railroads, since 
that would reduce the people to the condition 
of the poor fellow of whom it was said in the 


scriptures The last state of that man shall 


be worse than the first. 


CLEVELAND'S “CURRENCY REFCRK.” 

The scheme proposed by President Cleve- 
land for “reforming the currency,” consist- 
ing of the Baltimore plan as “amended” by 
himself, after consultation with his advisers, 
is put forth as “a great improvement on ex- 
isting methods. It is recommended because 
itis said it would simplify the currency. 
How is it gom to do that? Instead of sim- 
plifying it would add one more tq the differ- 
ent kinds of currency now in the hands of 
the people, and would increase the present 
confusion. It would succeed much in the 
same way as does the fellow who starts in 
with a professed desire to simrlify church 
creeds and winds up by forming a new church 
instead of consolidating the old ones. 

No wonder the scheme is favored by a good 
many of the banks. It seems as if it might 
be n good thing for them,” enabling them 
to avoid putting up a security fund for the 
redemption of their notes, permitting them 
to have out a lot of uncovered paper with no 
adequate security behind it. True, the plan 
as stated requires that the notes shall not be 
issued to exceed 75 per cent of the paid up 
and unimpaired capital, which some men 
would understand to mean money actually 
paid into the bank and allowed to rerrain 
there. But is there any certainty that the 
government officials would insist on knowing 
that the capital subscribed had actually been 
paid in or that it was not retired subsequently 
without a corresponding lessening of the cir- 
culation? Is there, or would there be, any 
guarantee against the capital consisting 
largely ofa lot of “I OU’s” deposited by 
stockholders, who would be certified to as 


‘having paid in their money when they had 


paid nothing? Would not the plan furnish a 
strong temptation to repeat the old tactics of 
wildcatting days, when practically no pro- 
vision was made for the redemption of the 
notes of many banks, an the carting of a 
sack of coin from one bank to anotherin ad- 
vance of the examiner was a familiar occur- 
rence? 

The scheme ts radically objectiorable be- 
cause it proposes to allow a bank to lend on 
its debts without a sufficiency of credit be- 
hind and perbaps without any real credits at 
all. Whether proposed by Congressman 
Walker of Massachusetts, Controller Eckels. 
President Cleveland., or any of the rest of the 
men who stand committed to it, the thing is 
@ mere makeshift business at best, one calcu- 
lated to give way just at the time the 
people trusted to it the most and held most of 
the paper put out under such conditions as 
those named in the published drafts of the 
plan. 

The true method to follow would be to take 
all of the government paper currency now in 
existence and [und it into iow interest-bearing 
bounds, then let these bonds serve to their ful 
face value as the basis for a bank currency if 
the banks want to issue paper promises to 
pay. The banks would not be strongly in- 
clined to play hanky-panky with the public if 
they knew they would lose their bunds by 
doing so. A good many features in the plan 
advocated by the President squint in the di- 
rection of wildcats as they used to be issued 
in the old days, when much of the paper 
** money” had little other security than the 
faith of the officers of the banks and the repu- 
tation of the shareholders, both of which 
proved to be but broken reeds when the hour 
of trial came. 


THE “POST” MISUNPERSTANDS THE STT.

The Washington Post says, speaking of the 
Illinois Senatorial question: 

If Cook County has the best Senatorial timber 
her claim is good. If any other county, even 
the smallest and poorest in the State, has a citi- 
zen who would make a better Senator than Mr. 
Cuilom, that county hasa good claim. And if 
there were two IIlinois vacancies in the United 
States Senate, and the best two men for those 
places lived in the same house, they ought to be 
elected. The locality argument is not up to the 
plane on which Mr. Medill’s newspaper usually 
stands. The population, wealth, and commercial 
importance of a.county do not give it an “ equit- 
able claim to a Senatorship. 

The Post does not seem to be aware of the 
fact that one of the arguments urged first by 
the Cullomit$ papers, and, as far as is known 
to Taz Trisunz most persistently urged by 


all of them, in favor of giving Springfield two 
| Senatore, was that Chicago had lost her right 


to a Senator owing to the result of the elec. 
tion of 1890—held soon after the passage of 
the McKinley bill—and would have to wait 
till Palmer had served out the term he secured 
through the McKinley bill. 

The Cullomite papers have also insisted and 
are insisting the country is entitled 
to the term that Cullom is filling, and that he 
is the country candidate representing the 
“‘country”’ and looking after Chicago in- 
terests only incidentally when he has nothing 
important to attend to. 

The argument that Cullom was an abler 
man than ahybody who can be found in Chi- 
cago never has been advanced, It could not 
be put forward seriously, because there are a 
dozen men in this city, without naming any 
editor, each of whom would make an abler 
Senator, bemg intellectually stronger and 
certain to do much more efficient service for 
the Republican party.

JHE ANNEXATION OF HAWAII. 

Mr. John L. Stevens, ex-Minister to the 
Hawaiian Islands, hag made a strong appeal 
for their annexabon to the United States, 
which is printed elsewhere in this issue. Mr. 
Stevens argues that as we now have Alaska, 
the Oregon, Washington, and California front- 
age on the Pacific, besides five continental 
railroad lines, and the Nicaragua Canal in 
prospect, the reasons for possessing Hawali 
have greatly increased, and that possession 
should be secured promptly lest an Asiatic 
population and civilization prevail there, stim- 
ulated and controlled by British agents and 
interests. The native population rapidly 
disappearing, and Mr. Stevens recognizes the 
inflow of Asiatics as the real danger that men- 
aces Anglo-Saxon civilization—a darger even 
greater than the revolutionary temperament 
of the late Queen, since it is more insidious, 
Those nowin possession of the government. 
are thorough Americans, but “ the islands 
are open on all sides to dangerous adventurers 
and intriguers from abroad.“ . Prompt an- 
nexation would avert this danger, and would 
also crush the purpose of a few planters, not 
living there, who wish to make the islands 
sugar fields and the home and resort of Asiatic 
laborers. The resident planters do not look 
upon contract labor as necessary, and hence 
are encouraging coffee production, which will 
admit of emall farmers. Closing his appeal, 
Mr. Stevens says: | 

That noble American colony, which for many 
years has been growing up under America’s 
fostering care and America’s sacrificing Chris- 
tian efforts, now anxiously, bravely holds the 
splendid outpost in America’s name and interest, 
and appeals to all that is heroic and patriotic in 
the American heart. and a strangely shamefal 
page of American history would be written 
should that appeal fail to be answered affirma- 
tively by the people and by the Government of 
the United States. 

The surest manner in which Grover, Cleve- 


land can rehabilitate himself, restore a little 


respect for his party, and secure sympathy 
for his gouty conditions, would be 
an outspoken, earnest declaration in 
favor of the annexation of the islands, the 
government of which, he says in his message, 
gives evidences of its effective operation. The 
most practical method of annexation would 
be to make the islands a county of California, 
rather than of Oregon, because their trade is 
mainly with the former. The new county 
could be given a member of Congress, which 
is better than making it a State, as it would 
then be entitled to two Senators and might 
repeat the miserable story of Nevada. If ita 


anneszation asa county is not favored then it 


could be annexéd to the United States asa 
Territory, though in that case there might be 
an immediate clamor for Statehood. 

Mr. Cleveland acted like a bad Democrat 
and a bad American when be killed the annex- 


ation plan. As the next Republican adminis-. 


tration will annex the islands anyway, Mr. 
Cleveland should anticipate its action and get 
all the glory he can out of it. His administra- 
tion has been a barren one in every respect 
save for the financial panic and business 
calamity which it has inflicted upon the coun- 
try. His time now is comparatively short and 
he should be anxious to effect some purpose 
which not only shall be useful but shall make 
amends for sins of omigsion and commiision 
and shall impart a luster to his moribund ad- 
ministration, thus making some compensa- 
tiom for all it has failed to do and all the 
wretchedness it has brought upon the country. 


REGULATING THE GAME OF FOOTBALL 

The President and directors of the George- 
town College at Washington, D. C., have 
issued a regulation prohibiting their students 
from playing football with each other or with 
teams from other colleges until such rules 
have been adopted as shall preclude all dan- 
ger of serious casualties. The reason for this 
action is found in the fact that in the game 
Thanksgiving day five of the Georgetown 
eleven were carried off the field seriously 
injured, and one of the five so badly hurt that 
the resultis expected to be fatal, It is the 
testimony of the students themselves that 
some of the injured ones were slugged and 
that others were brutally kicked after they 
were down. A resolution has also been intro- 
duced at a meeting of the Executive commit- 
tee of the trustees of the Northwestern Uni- 
versity to abolish the game so long as it is 
conducted under the present rules, and a com- 
mittee has been formed to take the matter 
under advisement and report conclusions 
after an investigation of the general subject 
of athletics. 

The action of the managers of these two 
colleges with regard to this brutal game is 
encouraging. It-shows that at last the trust- 
ees and faculties of some of our institutions 
of learning are beginning to doubt the pro- 
priety of longer encouragement of a game 
which as at present conducted develops bru- 
tal instincts, which substitutes brute force for 
skill, and which in every instance results in a 
bountiful crop of baypken limbs, ribs, and 
collar-bones, distigured facial features, and 
casualties which, if they do not menace death, 
are very apt to maim and cripple the player 
for life or permanently injure his health. 
The action of the college authorities named 
above should be imitated by others. They 
should at least demand that the game must 
be played in a gentlemanly way and that it 
must be played by gentlemen and not by 
sluggers, bruisers, and brutes. They should 
furtner demand such a change in the rules as 
will preclude with reasonable certainty all 
danger of serious casualties and as will reduce 
even the danger from accidents. If this is 
not done, then the game should be abolished 
entirely, and if the authorities of any college 
fail to abolish it under the conditions named 
then parents should decline to send their sons 
to such a college. : 

The harvest of casualties has been larger 
this year than ever before. If some radical 
action is not taken they will be larger next 
year than this. The influence of the older 
players is also of the worst possible descrip- 
tion upon younger players. Seeing that the 
students of colleges kick, maul, and slug each 
other the students of academies and high 
schools imitate them, and kick, maul, and slug 
each other. No excuse can be made for this 
brutal game, It is ungentlemanly, ruffianly, 
cruel, andzdisgusting as it is now conducted.

Immense crowds of 
people ere gathered along the route and 
outside Sf the new building, and cheered the 
Emperor and the German reigning Princes 
Prince Hohenlohe. the Chav- 
cellor, and Field Marshal Bluementhal, Chief 
of the neral staff of the Prussian army, 
who is about 80 years of age, were accorded 
an es lly warm reception. 

The imperial carriages arrived at-the new 
ig Building at 8 o’clock in the after- 
neon. portions set apart for the im- 
perial and royal Princes were alone used. The 
portal opposite the column of Victory was 
conspicuous from the fact that it was decorat- 
ed witha velvet cahopy. The weather was 
raw and blustering; but this did not deter 
immense crowds of people from gathering 
59598 in the neighbdorhood of the new 
building, 

The dedication ceremonies passed off with- 
out a hitch. The scene was most brilliant. A 
large dais had been constructed for the use of 
the imperial family and highly favored 

and over it was a canopy topped by 
the imperial crown. Beneath this canopy the 
Emperor and Empress and the German 
Princes were gathered. Opposite this 
structure were the military and other nota- 
bilities, as well as the members of the diplo- 
matic corps.

How the Journals View the Address. 


The papers publish lengthy comments upon 
the Emperor’s speech. Even the semi-official 
North German Gazette, which is usually silent 
on such occasions, discusses the speech ap- 
provingly. 

The National Zeitung, the organ of the Na- 
tional Liberal party, praises the speech on the 
whole, but says it waits the details of bilis to 
be submitted by the government to the 
Reichstag before it expresses its final opin- 
ion. 

The progressist Berliner Tageblatt says it is 
surprised at the silence respecting the change 
in Chancellors and expresses doubt as to 
whether the members of the Reichstag will 
regard the event as being of the same implied 
insignificance. It also regrets that no men- 
tion was made to the war in Asia and its 
probahle consequences. 

The Vossische Zeitung, Radical, says the 
tone of the speech, for which Chancellor von 
Hohenlohe is responsible, will not arouse en- 
thusiasm. 

The Freisinnige Zeitung, Eugene Richter's 
paper, says the speech might as well have 
been written by Count von Caprivi, since it 
does not contain a word in favor of the

the speech indicates Hohenlohe does not de- 
sire a struggie.

WEST END TOBIES TO HONOR WALES. 


His Work in Arranging an Anglo-Russian 
Atreement- Other Powers Annoyed.

Loxpow, Dec. 5.—|Copyright, 1894, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. ]—The arrival of the Prince of Wales 
and the Duke of York in London tomorrow 
is to be made the occasion of a big demon- 
stration by Tory West End clubinen in recog- 
nition of the Prince’s efforts to arrange an 
Anglo-Russian agreement. The effect abroad 
of this display, which is regaraed as an in- 
sidious revival of jingoism, is awaited with 
the keenest anxiety by the Ministers, who are 
already profoundly alarmed by the attitude 


of Germany, France, and Austria, owing to the 


premature crowing of the British press over 
Britain’s improved relations with Russia. 
Despite assurances specia'ly conveyed by the 
British Ambassador, the Emperor of Ger- 
many is deeply offended at ‘the efforts of En- 
gland to embrace Russia. And itis known 


he deliberately left Berlin before the arrival 


of the Prince of Wales to signify openly his 
anger at this new development of the British 
policy. England's situation has become so 
dangerous by reason of the growing irritation 
and distrust of other powers that tne opinion 
strongly prevails in influential government 
circles that no time must be lost by Prime 
Minister Rosebery in making it clear that Eu- 
giand’s sole interest is peace. 


FRANCO-GERMAN RELATIONS STRAINED. 


Eapionage Charges May Result in Break- 
ine Off of Diplomatic Relation 
Panis, Dec, 3.— [New York Herald Cable.) 
—The relations between France and Germany 
are becoming worse. There will probably be 
a change of editors in the Journal of this city 
very soon.

Bertin, Dec. 3.—[New York Herald Cable. ] 
—The Berlin Post and the Hamburger Corre- 
spondent both etate that Count von Munster, 
the German Ambassador in Paris, has threat- 
ened the French Government with a rupture 
of diplomatic relations on account of the re- 
cent charges made in he Paris papers that 
the attachés of the German Embassy were 
carrying on an organized campaign of espion- 
age in regard to French military and naval 
affaira. 

[The belief that the other powers keep a regu- 
lar corps of spies in France with a view to col- 
lect information on military and naval matters 
is deeply rooted in the average French mind. 
The defeat of France by Germany in 1870 is at- 
tributed to the completeress with which the 
Prussian General Staff was posted in ragard to 
everything that it was_ necessary for them to 
know. Occasionally facts become public which 
give what are apparently good grounds for the 
popular belief, not only that that country is 
covered by a network of spies, but that they are 
directed from the embassies and legations ac- 
credited to the French Government. It was not 
long ago that the United States Government felt 
compelled to recall one of its military attachés 
in Paris. At the present time a Capt. Dreyfus of 


the French army is under arrest and waiting 


trial on the charge of having sold important 
secret documents of the Ministry of War to two 
persons, who are alleged to be emissaries of the 
Italian Government. Shortly after the arrest of 
Dreyfus two German officers were arrested at 
the Hotel Terminus, in Paris, under suspicion 
of being German military spies. The exact 
charge against them has not yet been made pub- 
lic, nor have they been brought to trial. These 
facts ied certain Paris papers to start a cam- 
paign calling on the government to abolish the 


practice of allowing military and naval at- 


tachés to be connected with the foreign em- 
bassies and legations, and some of the journals 
went so far as to assert that all the officers con- 
nected with the German Embassy were spies on 
the watch for what information they could pick 
up by fair or by foul means—that is to say, by 
bribing those employed in French public of- 
fices—that could be turned to account in the 
event of war. It is these sweeping charges that 
have angered Count von Munster, who lost no 
time in making a protest tothe French Govern- 
ment. Ou the other side of the Rhine it is be- 
tieved the French Government is also maintain- 
ing an espionage system. It was not so very 
long ago that two French naval officers were 
caught making surveys of the Baltic coast north 
of Germany and of the defenses of Kiel. Their 
guilt was fully proven by theirown admissions 
and they were sentenced to long terms of im- 
prisonment, from which they were pardoned by 
Kaiser Wiihelm on the occasion of the assassina- 
tion of President Carnot. ]

Lonpon, Dec, 5.—Dr. G. Thoumaian, for- 
merly a professor at the American College at 
Marsovan, has received a letter from an Ar- 
menian, now at Constantinople, giving still 
further particulars regarding the Turkish 
atrocities in Armenia. The name of the 
writer is withheld. The letter relates, in de. 
tail, the situation of affairs, ana lays the chief 
blame upon Eagiand, which power he says 
poses as Armenia’s protector. The writer 
says: 

In the neighborhood of Noosch, the inhabitants 
of twenty-five Armenian villages have been 
ruthlessly massacred, and their houses have 
been burned down and destroyed at the hands ot

Tne victims number 6,000. Besides that the 
inhabitants of two or three villages were com- 
pelled to embrace Mohammedanism.

SAY ARMENIANS WERE THE AGGRESSORS. 


Turkish Reports Show There Were No 
Outrages Committed by Regular Troops. 
Wasuineror, D. C., Dec. 5.—The Turkish 

Legation has received the following commu- 

nication as regards the Armenian troubles: 

„Towards the end of July last, and under 
the instigation of an Armenian named Ham- 
partzoum, the men of ten Armenian villages 
near Mooch formed separate bands, and 
armed with guns, daggers, hatchets, and other 
instruments attacked the tribe of Delikaa, 
killed a few men of the tribe and afterwards 
fell on the tribes of Bekiran and Badikan. 
These bands burned alive Hadji, nephew of 
Eumer Agha, one of the chiefs of the Bekiran 
tribe, and not only violated Mussulman 
women of the village of Kulliguzat, but also 
put them to death in an atrocious manner. 
Men were also tortured in a more ferocious 
way. ‘Not satisfied with all these lawless and 
criminal proceedings the same bands burned 
also a few villages inhabited by Mussul- 
mans. 

„Thanks, however, to the measures taken by 
the lawful authorities the bandsin question 
were dispersed and the insurgent Chief Ham- 
partzoum, as well as the priest Mighirditch of 
Kizil-Kilisse, and other guilty persons, were 
arrested and brought before justice. The 
statement often published in some of the Eu- 
ropean newspapers that some of the regular 
troops fired on defenseless men and women 
is utterly untrue. No individual carrying no 
arms was kiiled, 

“Twenty insurgents, having surrendered, 
were treated with all possible consideration, 
and after their depositions before the legal 
authorities of Mooch were taken they were 
given their freedom. It was these twenty in- 
surgents who indicated the place where the 
chief, Hampartzoum, and his accomplices 
were hiding themselves. The above facts 
show among the insurgents only twenty sur- 
rendered, and with the exception of the brig- 
ands, who broke into revolt, no one else was 
ill-treated.”’ 


YAMAGATA’S MEN CLEAR THE NOETH. 


Many Minor Engugements with Loss of 
Life on Both SideseTalk of Armiatice., 
Hrrosnima, Dec. 5.—A dispatch from Field 

Marshal Yamagata, dated Antong, Dec. 3, 

eays the Japanese scouting party sent in the 

direction of Ling Shan Kwan engaged the 

Chinese outposts on the summit of Notien 

Ling Nov. 15.

It is 
assumed that he will proceed at once to Taku, 
at the mouth of the Hei Ho River, which is as 
near as he can get to Peking, where he will 
probably be met by the Monocacy from Tien 
Tsin and transship marines to the latter vessel, 
which Will then return to Tien Tsin.

The American Republics Department May 
Have to Go, 

Wasuinetos, D. C., Dec. 5.—[Special. ]— 
It looks as if the Bureau of American Re- 
publics would have pretty hard sledding this 
winter in the way of getting an appropriation 
to continue it in operation after the close of 
the fiscal year, June 30, 1895. Members of 
the Foreign Affairs committee do not believe 
there is any particular necessity for this 
bureau being maintained in view of the indif. 
ference manifested by the Pan-American re- 
publics outside of the United States. Since 
the adjournment of Congress there has 
been considerable criticism of the attempt 
made to have this bureau self-supporting 
by means of paid advertisements similar to a 
publication in England under the auspices of 
the Foreign Office, but the mercantile public 
in this country did not take kindly to the 
proposition, and the result has been indiffer- 
ence on the part of officials of the bureau as 
well as the representatives of the foreign gov. 
ernmentsas ta the fate of this institution. 
There does not seem to be any urgent de- 
mand for it oe the eyes of the Solons now as- 
sembled at Washington, and it is more than 
likely that when the Fifty-fourth Congress 
meets the Bureau of American Republics 
will have*passed away from heart failure. 


STILL SEND TROOPS TO THE FRONTIER. 


Both Mexico and Guxtemala Are Rein- 
forcing Their Garrisons. 

Tznostquz, Mex., Dec. 5.—Gen. Lorenzo 
Garcia has made a tour of the Mexican army 
posts on the frontier and reports everything 
in excellent order. Two more regiments are 
en route here from the capital, from Vera 
Cruz and Tabasco. 

Crry oF Mirco, Dec. 5.—The Seventh In- 
fantry das left Oaxaca for Topochita. Gen. 
Alejandro Guitterez and Juis Precardo are 
reported to be dying.

AMERICANS BUY COFFEE LANDS. 


Chicago Syndicate Alse Purchase a Valu- 
able Rubber Claim and Concessions. 

Mexico Crry, Dec. 5.—The coffee plan- 
tation of the Montezolas, comprising 200 
acres near Cordoba, in the State of Vera Cruz, 
has been sold to Americans for $50,000. The 
sale of the Dafensa Hacienda, of 18,000 acres 
near Cordoba, is reported, the purchasers 
being Arizaba capitalists. A Chicago syndic- 
ate has taken 230,000 acres of the Garcia 
lands, situated in the District of Pochutala, 
State of Oaxaca. The sale carries with ita 
concession for planting 15.000.000 rubber 
trees, the Federal Government paying a bonus 
of three cents a tree and the State Government 
one cent a tree. The lands are advantageously 
situated, being on the Pacific and within easy 
distance of Salinas Croz, the southern ter- 
minus of the Tehuantepec railway. 


FLOREZ SAYS PERUVIAN REBELS WIN. 


Advices Received by the Leader Mow in 
Ecuador Are That Recruits Are Many. 
Gvuayaquin, Ecuador, Dec. 5.—Dr. Florez, 

the revolutionary leader, claims to have re- 
ceived advices from Peru announcing fresh 
victories by the Moatoneras and correspond- 
ing defeats by the government, and that the 
government now holds no important port on 
the northern coast, also that recruits are con- 
stantly joining Pierole so fast that he cannot 
find arms for them. The rebels are claiming 
that though slowly they are surely closing in 
on Lima. It is reported that the government 
is suffering greatly for want of arms and am- 
munition.

King Humbert has sent another 
100,000 lire ($20,000) for the relief of the 
earthquake sufferers in the various districts 
of Italy ana Sicily. 


Charges of Bribery in Argentina. 

Buenos Arres, Dec. 5.—The talk of the hour 
here is the revelation made by El Tiempo which 
charges a syndicate has bribed certain members 
of Congress in order to get the railroad guar- 
antee bills passed.

Public school janitors and engineers who 
are given to “ rushing the growler came in 
fora few hot shots from member Patrick 
Duggan at last sight’s meeting of the Board 
of Education. Mr. Duggan is a member of 
the Committee on Janitors and Supplies and 
has taken great interest in the janitor ques- 
tion. Some time ago John J. Coffey resigned

J. Martin, engineer at the Clark School, came 
out as an applicant for his place. Martin's 
election was recommended by the Committee 
on Buildings and Grounds, and there wasa 
pretty row over the case two weeks ago, 

it came up again last night. Mr. Duggan 
insisted that the election be put off two weeks, 
until he could look up Martin’s recommenda. 
tions. | 

“Tbe scandalous practice of shooting the 
can in school yards no longer erists, he 
said.

Mr. Rosenthal of- 
fered a resolution heartily commending the 
society’s work and calling upon the people of 
Chicago to contribute liberally to the end 
that children who lack sufficient clothmg may 
be sent to school, The resolution was adopt- 


A*fequisition from the Supervisor of Draw- 
ing for fruits and vegetables to be used as 
models drew out some sarcastic talk concern- 
ing fads, but the requisition went through 
just the same.

Chicago obtained last 
year $278.128 of this amount, and $287,170 was 
also received from the income of the permanent 
school fund, which was obtained from the sale of 
school lands given to the State by the United 
States. The balance of the whole amount used 
for school purposes ($5,491,954) was raised by 
local taxation. As the State of Illinois has pro- 
vided for higher education in its colleges at 
Champaign, Chic is responsible for the el 
mentary and secosdary education of all her chil- 
dren. Suitable provision for this has u made 
in the primary, grammar, and bigh schools of 


the city. 
More Schools Needed. 


Continumg, he said; 

There has not been a time, since the destruc- 
tion of school buildings in the greet fire of 1871, 
when the city has had school accommodations 
sufficient to provide for all children. The Su- 
perintendent has made recommendations for ad- 
ditional school sites and buildings, which the 
board has been unable to provide on account of 
the limited appropriation. There is an urgent 
demand for good accommodations for over 10,- 
000 children who are now in rented buildings. 

The training school for teachers has been or- 
ganized during the year. 

The brideweil commissioners appealed to the 
Board of Education to provide teachers for the 
boys who have been committed to that institu- 
tion by the courts. Two teachers were appointed, 
and the boys are now receiving daily instruction 
in the common school branches. An a * 
tion of 580.000 was made for a suitable buil , 
to be located adjacent to the bridewell. The 
Board of Education has prepared plans for a build- 
ing. which will be constructed during the ensu- 
ing school year. a 
"The school for street boys, which includes 
newsboys and bootblacks, which has been main- 
tained at the Waifs’ Mission, at No. 44 State 
street, is wholly unworthy of Chicago. As a 
class, these boys are peculiarly alert, quick- 
witted, and full of subtle craft. If they were 
properly cared for and made wards of the people 
they would in the future become guardians of 
the State. To this end suitable rooms should be 
secured in the center of the — for their use, 
where they could be taught each day, and where 
irregularity and inattendance should not bar 
them from school privileges. The school board 
of the city should take care Of the educational, 
and those charitably disposed should look after 
the corporeal, wants of these little people. 


Trude Touches on Fada. 


Mr. Trude paid his respects to fads and 
their projectors aa follows: 

The warfare against fads“ has resulted in 
their elimination from cur schools. No longer 
are scholars required to defile their hands, witb- 
out strengthening their intellects, the crea- 
tion of mud pies orclay modeling. Paper cut- 
ting and all kindred_ nocuous, time-consuming 
fads have, with their Authors, disappeared from 
the common school service of the city, Upon the 
Superintendent and his assistants there should 
be lodged no censure, either for the creation or 
maintenance of any of the fads mentioned. Their 
paternity is chargeable to a few members of 
the board, who have resigned or whose 
terms of office have expired, and whose authority 
was more potential than that asser the 
Superintendent and his aids. In the kinder- 
garten departments clay is used for the purpose 
of illustration and in object studies, and its use 
there is proper for the reason that no books 
whatever are used, the work be of the crea- 
tive and constructive nature. The horizon of 
drawing has been circumscribed and within the 
lumits of its present confinement good results 
have been obtained, Considerable money has 
been saved to the school service by reason of the 
abatement of the fads, which money is now bei 
used in teaching the children those things whic 
will be of service to thém when their school days 
are over and when they are called upon to earn a 
living. 

The President then paid a high tribute to 
the new members of the board, showing 
by their zeal and investigation in the matter 
of purchasing books several thousand dollars 
had been saved the school fund, While on 
this subject he said: 

While we may not agree as to who shall fill a 
minor place in the gift of the board, we are a 
unit on the subject of throwing around the 
sacred fund of nearly $6,000,000 committed to 
our care these ay eer rigid economy and 
common honesty. Complete and effective ad- 
vertisements and competitive bidding for all 
things purchased and contracted for by 
board have been its unbroken practice for the last 
year, at least, and there has been during that 
time no hint or suggestion of collusive purchases 
of either school sites or chattels.

Piummer’s Case. 


Walter Plummer, President of the second 
branch of the Amalgamated Society of Car- 
penters and Joiners, the pioneer society in 
unionism in Chicago, had an encounter last 
Saturday with lf a dozen ruffians 
who attacked him just opposite the 
Marquette Buildmg and in front of 
the Owings Building. “The first 
fellow who struck me stupefied me, and then 
the rest went at me with brass knuckles and 
slungshots. They cut my face and head a good 
deal, but didn’t hurt me seriously. I held one of 
therm, a fellow named Logsden, and he is now 
under bonds, I have worked sixteen years as 
a carpenter in Chicago and never worked 
for less than union wages or against union 
rules. That's more than a lot of these slug- 
gers can say, although they claim to be lead- 
ers of the union.” 

Edward Bates, another carpenter, No. 257 
South May street, had his head cut 
open two weeks ago. “I was out here 
in front of Kinsley's,“ said Bates. 
% when. a fellow named Keenan, who lives 
in Englewood, ran up behind me ana struck 
me on d. He laid my scalp open to 
the bone and knocked mesenseless, A couple 
of my comrades caught Keenan and he will be 
tried before Justice Foster Friday. I have 
known all along that they intended to slug 
me. Some of my friends told meso. I have 
been prominent in carpenters’ organizations 
in this city for years, was the first Secre- 
tary of the Building Trades’ Council and have 
been interested, too, in the Carpenters’ Coun- 
cil, I belong now tothe Amalgamated Car- 
penters and am President of the Managing 
committee.“ 

An official of the Chicago Edison company, 
the putting of whose men to wurk first pre- 
cipitated trouble at the Marquette Building, 
said yesterday that the matter had reached 
that stage when it had become a question of 

rsonal liberty. It strikes me, he said, 

that if a man wishes to do a day’s work for 

aday’s pay he should be allowed to do it, 
council or no council. The men who do the 
slugging at the buildmg openly boast that 
they are not afraid of the Justice shops and 
that their being fined is at its worst only a 
matter of form. 

„Regarding the slugging on the part of the 
men belonging to the Wiremen’s Union, the 
followimg appeared ina daily paper Nov. 9:

“This map C. L. White is the President 
and walking delegate of what is known vs the 
Wiremen’s Union. He was arrested for 
slugging a workman and when the policeman 
went to arrest him he drew a revolver and re- 
sisted. For this he was fined $100 and put 
under bonds to keep the peace previous to the 
time that this advertisement appeared. Since 
then he assaulted a workman, for which he 
was again arrested and his bond declared for- 
feited, and after much delay in the Justice’s 
court he was, Dec, 4, bound over to the grand 
jury under bonds. It is claimed by workmen 
that he did not have to pay his fine of $100, 
and therefore the union was saved that ex- 
pense. 

Mr. Fuller’s Statement. 


George A. Fuller of the contracting firm 
which bears his name and which is erecting 
the Marquette Building for the projectors, 
gave a statement of the origin and progress 
of the troubies yhich have made precarious 
the labors of the men employed on the work. 
Mr. Fuller said: 

The Building Trades Council is cotmposed 
of representatives of several different unions 
of workingmenin the building trades. The 
Plumbers’ Union, Steam Heaters’ Union, Car- 
penters’ Union, Metal Workers’ Union, Pias- 
terer“ Union, Marble Workers’ Un. 
ion, and in fact most of the different 
trades are represented, with the 
exception of the Bricklayers’ Union anda 
separate union of carpenters and marble. 
workers. The method which the Building 
Trades Council adopts to carry out its de- 
signs js, in the event of any trouble with any 
1 represented in the Building 
‘rades Council which cannot be settled to 
suit it, to call a strike of ail the otner 
trades working on that particular building; 
and sometimes the council brings in other

thetic strike. It also objects to all non-union 
men working on the same building with its

“On the Marquette Building. which started 
with union men, ail of the trades being repre- 
sented in the oye Trades Council, with 
the exception of the Bricklayers Association, 
the men obtained the regular union wages 
and everything seemed to be harmonious up 
to about the latter part of September, when 
the Chicago Edison company. with which we 
had made a contract for the electric wiring of 
the building, started to work. Edison 
men were regularly in that company's em- 
ploy todo the wiring work.

There have 
been a good many attacks of this kind, 
and in some cases 
badly wounding a number of our men. There 
has been scarcely a night within the last three 
or four weeks that some of our men have not 
been followed and attacked by these men. 
Finally the condition of affairs seems to be 
that the Building Trades Council. is deter- 
mined to prevent good, honest men from do- 
ing a good, honest day’s work, which, under 
the Constitution, they have every right to per- 
form; and, finding that it cannot prevent 
them from working at the buildimg, it 
has taken the means of carrying its 
point by attacking men outside, wherever 
it can find them unprotected by police. We 
propose to do everything possible in our pow- 
er to protect our men; and we would be glad 
to have the codéperation of all law-abiding cit- 
izens to effect this result. We wish to say in 
this connection that the wages paid to our 
men on these buildings previous to this strike

Walter Carmody’s Talk. 


Walter Carmody, Presidént of the Bridge 
and Structural [ron-Workgrs, and a member 
ot the Building Trades Council, says the coun- 
cil is in no way. responsible for the trouble at 
and about the Marquette Building. He said: 
‘*T can’t for the life of me see how the trouble 
does come about. I'm all at sea in regard to 
these two killings.” 

Does the council authorize representatives 
to go around the building and wait for non- 
union men leaving it or going to work!? 

It does not.“ 

“How does it happen then that in the 
bra wl in which. Doyle was killed there were 
union men there, or that Gruer, a union man, 
happeued to interrupt two non-union men on 
their way home from work?“ 

„About the Gruer case I am all at sea. I 
understand he wasanold man,and he was 
surely not following two men around to siug 
them. I delieve they have put hired 
thugs in there, armed, to shoot 
unarmed workingmen. They have been 
sworn in as special policemen, or many of 
them have. y are provided with arms 
and the killingof Doyle and then of Gruer 
shows that the men so armed are ready with 
their weapons. I understand there are men 
in the building who are not wurcingmen at 
all, but regular * desperadoes.’”’ 

Mr. Carmody said he was not familiar with 
the details of the thirty or more fights which 
have occurred within two months on account 
ofthe Marquette Building. If men who be- 
long to unions formed in the coun- 
cil go around there looking for trouble 
it seems to me they must do it on their own 
responsibility. None of the men of my 
union is now on the building and we do not go 
around there. 

Does the council employ an attorney to 
defend or look after the interests of union 
men who happen to get mixed up im these 
frays?’’ 

It does not.“ 

„How does it come that the same lawyer 
appears in nearly all these cases? 

J suppose the men themselves or their 
friends look out for that. The council cer- 
tainly has nothing todo with these troubles 
in any way and needs no lawyer.”’ 


What Powers Saya. 


Richard J. Powers, a recognized labor lead- 
er, says the unions do not counsel violence 
and that union men go unarmed, His view 
of the labor troubles at the Marquette Building 
is as follows: I have been associated with la- 
bor union men fora great many years,and they 
do not counsel violence. There is no such 
thing as a proposition ever being presented at 
a meeting of any labor union to organize a 
committee to slug non-union men. The union 
men who have got into trouble at the Marquette 
Building have not been sent there for that 

urpose by their respective organizations, 
y have not been sent there for any pur. 
pose. They have gone as individuals. he 
motto of the unions is persuasion, not force. 
The two men who have been Killed are both 
union men and both were unarmed. They 
wished to reason. with the men who were 
working for less than their services 
were worth. Doyle’s case was 
simply one of cold blooded murder, 
These non-union men who are doing tne shoot- 
ing and killing are scared without cause. Ap- 
parently they are told by their bosses to arm 
themselves. They accordingiy buy pistols, 
and at the approach of a union man they want 
to begin shooting. The fact, that union men 
are unarmed ought to be sufficient evidence 
that they do not expect to kill anybody or be 
killed. They want to reason over the matter. 
That is the policy of the union. It wouid be 
unfair to hoid it responsible for the individ- 
ual cases of trouble. Slugging is barbarous, 
and no union advocates it.

SAULT A WOULD-BE ABDUOTOR. 


Hantington, Ind., United Brethren Pre- 
siding Elder Tries to Carry Off His Son 
‘bat Is Arrested=Tells a Story of a Sal- 
vation Army Soldier’s Causing Trouble 
in a Home- Dr. Flowers Side of the 
Story of His Arrest Minnie Daly Freed 
from Jali. 

The Rev. A. G. Johnson, Presiding Elder of 
the United Brethren Church at Huntington, 
Ind., almost caused a riot last night at the 
Stock-Yards when he tried to abduct his 3- 
year-old son. Just on the point of success he 
was seized bya policeman without any ro- 
mance in his make-up, who distinguished 
himself by a heroic effort to prevent a crowd 
of ‘citizens who knew nothing of Mr. Johnson 
from assaulting the clerical gentieman. Vig- 
orous work on the part of the officer anda 
quick run by the patrol wagon from the 
Stocs-Yards Station to the scene are the rea- 
sohs why there was not more. trouble. : 

According to the Rev. Mr. Johnson’s story 
he is well liked in his Indiana town, where, 
besides assisting in shaping the morals 
of the people, he is engaged in a mercantile 
business, and where he has made some 
money. He has been married some years, 
and is the father ofa bright 3-year-old boy. 
They have a Salvation Army in Huntington 
and Mrs. Johnson is an active worker in it. 
She is anxious to have people believe she is 
interested in the army because of the work 
the army does, and the Rev. Mr, Johnson is 
just as anxious ta have people believe the 
work of the army is a secondary considera- 
tion with his wife. He says she is really in- 
terested in the work a Lieutenant of the army 
performs, whose name both husband and wife 
keep a secret. 

Some time ago, according to Mr. Johnson, 
the Lieutenant was transferred from the In- 
diana town to Chicago. Two weeks ago, when 
it was decided Gen. Booth was to visit Chi- 
cago, Mrs. Johnscn seized this, her husband 
affirms, as a pretext to come to this city to 
hear him talk. Her mother lives at No. 5135 
Wentworth avenue, and she told her husband 
it would be a chance to make a pleasant 
visit to her family. Not knowing tne 
Lieutenant had been transferred the 
husband consented, and Mrs. Johnson 
left, taking with her the boy over whom 
beth fought last night. The Rey. Mr. John- 
son discovered the Lieutenant was missing 
and a few days later the preacher reached 
Chicago, and since then has been playing de- 
tective. He has followed his wife from home 
to the Salvation Army barracks, and finally 
he resolved he would steal the boy at the first 
opportunity. Last night while taking his ac- 
customed walk in front of the house he saw 
his son, and without delay seized the boy and 
ran to a passing street car. 

Some children saw the act and startled the 
neighborhood. Men ran out from their 
houses to discover the cause and started in 
pursuit of the minister. Policeman Machett, 
who had seen Johnson loitering about the 
place, joined inthe chase and the preacher 
Was caught at Wentworth avenue and Forty- 
ninth street, He was pulled from the car in 
a rough manner and was instantly sur- 
rounded by a score of men. Several struck 
at him, but the officer holdi them back 
with his club made his way to the patrol box, 
where the patrol wagon was called. When 
the wagon reached the place the street was 
black with people. The prisoner was loaded 
into the wagon’ and amid derisive cries was 
driven to tne police station. Mrs. Johnson, 
who was unaware of the fact her husband was 
in Chicago, followed,and the two met in 
Lieut. Keiiher’s office. 

Mr. Johnson told the officer he was Mrs. 
Johnson's second husband and her first one 
had been separated from her because of her 
relations with the Salvation Army Lievten- 
ant. The charge was denied by Mrs. John- 
son, who then charged her husband with 
various improprieties. The matter was 
finally temporarily settled by Mrs. Johnson 
being given the custody of the child. Mr. 
Johnson soon after left town for his home.

There was no 
arrest, and both Mr. Mosher and Dr. 
Flower have been willing at all times to havea 
trial of the matters in dispute. The prosecution 
has been attempting to give the impression that 
these parties were evading service. Such is not 
the fact. Dr. Flower came voluntarily to this 
city forthe purpose of giving bail upon the 
criminal charge against him and demanding a 
sveedy hearing. he charges against him are 
absurd and are only a part of the conspiracy for 
the purpose of trying to milk the doctor. The 
man behind the prosecution is N. C. Foster. to- 
gether with his attorneys. They have several 
civil suits pending against Dr. Flower without 
the slighest chance whatever of maintaining 
‘them, and they are now seeking through the

his reputation, so as to make him give up to them 
in the civil suits. They have no basis 
of claim whatever against Dr. Flower, 
ell transactions with them have been open and 
above board.

HARTER’S VIEW OF THE BLEOTION. 


The Ohle Congressman onthe Results of 


Last Month’s Battle. 

Mansrretp, O., Dec. 2.— Michael D. Har- 
ter today talked freely about the future 
course of the Democratic party. 

Ido not think any good citizen or sound 
Democrat can regret the result at the polls 
last month,“ said Mr. Harter. for the suc- 
cess of Hillism in New York and of Populism 
in Ohio would have been injuriousto the 
party and fatal tothe country.

The City of Evanston, the School Board of 
Trustees of Township 41, and Messrs. Charles 
H. Stewart of Evanston, and Samuel A. 
Lowe of Chicago, are contending claimants 
for a deserted burying-ground in the univer- 
sity town. 

Lying along the west side of Ridge avenue 
and north of Crain street in Evanston’s most 
aristocratic neighborhood ig a piece of land 
which has been vacant for years. It is rank 
with weeds and trailing vines, for it is no 
man’s property and has not received the care 
that has been bestowed on the adjacent weil- 
kept lawns, ä 

There is now pending in the Cireuit Court 
of Cook Connty a three-cornered fight over 
this property between the City of Evanston, 
the School Board of Trustees of Township 
41, and Charles H. Stewart of Evanston and 
Samuel A. Lowe of Chicago. Not until the 
cloud resting over the title shall have been 
cleared away will the valuable property be 
improved, 

However the case may terminate in the 
courts, it will probably result in stirring up 
the ghouis, for this bit of ridge was once a 
cemetery. Long before Rosehill and Calvary 
were established this property was dedicated 
as a burial place for the dead. It was this 
provision in its transfer deed that has since 
caused the uncertainty that may exist as to its 
title. In March, 1843, Henry Clarke ge- 
ceived from the government the patent on a 
large tract of land embracing the western 
part of what is now Evanston and South 
Evanston. Dec. 1, 1846, he conveyed to the 
School Trustees of the digtrict a tract of land 


"66 teet wide and 352 feet long, the east 


part to be used es a schoojhouse and mveting- 
house and the west part as a burial ground.“ 

For twenty years an old log school-house 
standing on the ridge was used by the boys of 
the vicinity and for several years the Meth- 
odist circuit-riders preached there. For thir- 
ty years no intérments ha ve taken place with- 
in the grounds, and every trace of its having 
been a cemetery has been obliterated except 
a few slight mounds. The old log schaol- 
house was burned, nobody remembers just 
when, but over a quarter of a century ago. 

In 1874 H. W. Clarke, an heir of the origi- 
nal Clarke, gota quit-claim deed from the 
other heirs for a nominal price. When it 
ceased to be used for the purposes for which 
it was deeded the heira assumed it reverted to 
them. About the same time the Village of 
South Evanston undertook to condemn a 
portion of it for street purposes, but for some 
reason the condemnation proceedings were 
dropped. 

Bodies interred there were gradually re- 
moved by friends until in 1890 not over 
thirty remained. At this time tne President 
and Trustees of South Evanston undertook to 
declare it a nuisance and to order the remain- 
ing bodies removed, but these proceedings 
were not pushed. Shortly after, however, Mr. 
Clarke deeded thirty-three feet from the 
south part to the village, and Crain street was 
opened. A few days later he disposed of the 
rest of the property to F. K. Biggs, and after 
several transfers it finally came into the hands 
of its present holders, Messrs. Stewart and 

we. But the School Trustees of the dis- 
trict have now come forward with the claim 
that the land is the property of. the district, 
that the provisions of the deed have never 
been violated, that it has never been used for 
anything but school, church, and burial! pur- 
They claim, moreover. that if 
it d otherwise used their 
title would ‘still be, intact, as the 
original owner gave a  quit-claim deed. 
They further declare it was a request of Mr. 
Clarke rather than a provision of the deed 
that the land should beso used. The School 
Trustees of the district are T. K. Webster, 
Charles T. Bartlett, Charles H. Roberts, and 
Arthur L. Currey, Secretary and Treasurer. 
To acquire their proper title to the land the 
Trustees employed the services of the law 
firm of Ela, Grover & Graves. A 
bill has been filed under the burnt 
record act in the Circuit Court to es- 
tablish and confirm title to all the land, not 
only that claimed by Mr. Lowe and Mr. 
Stewart, but by the City of Evanston as well. 
To this bill the city has filed a demurrer, re- 
quirmg the complainants to set out wherein 
the condemnation proceedings were invalid 
and void. These cases are now pending and 
soon to be tried. 


LET HAWAII OOME IN NOV. 


Ex-Minister Stevens Presents the Argu- 
ments for Prompt Annexation. 

John L. Stevens in Kennebec Journal: It 
is well understood that for many years our 
ablest statesmen have seen clearly that the 
United States should have control of the 
Hawaiian Islands. Since the establishment 
of the American right to what is now the do- 
main of the great States of Oregon and 
Washington, followed by the acquisition of 
California and Alaska, giving us a vast front- 
age on the North Pacific, and the construc- 
tion of five great continental railroad lines to 
that ocean, and the proximate completion of 
the Nicaragua Canal, the reasons for United 
States possession of Hawaii have been great- 
ly increased. predominating opinion 
now in the United States is that sthoe beau- 
tiful 2 lands must form part of the 
American Union. But some say the question 
of time is not important, that the littie re- 
public is now getting on very well, that good 
order prevails within its borders, that its 
finances are well managed, the laws well ad- 
ministered, and the best forces of civilization 
in full force. It is urged that the islands can 
get along very well for the present, and why 
not wait until everybody in the land is con- 
vinced of the necessity of the important step 
of annexation? To wait until the entire peo- 
ple of the United States shall be ready to ac 
cept annexation would be to adopt a policy 
of delay and procrastination which has 
never been adopted in regard to any other 
great question of public interest. Cer- 
taiuly our statesmen did not wait for such 
unanimous opinion before annexing Louisi- 
ana, Florida, Texas, California, and Alaska. 
Qur statesmen in power did not procrastinate 


when the opportune time came to make those 


great territorial acquisitions. They too weil 
understood the contingencies ard dangers of 
delay. There is nothing more true than the 
old adage, that there are times and tides in 
the affairs of man.“ In the brief six years 
following the repeal of the Missouri com- 
promise, in 1854, the pressing question 
among Americans was, should free or slave 
institutions acquire permanent domination 
in the great Territory of Kansas? It 
was plain enough to all who knew the 
facts that delay and compromise were im- 
possible. The supporters of slavery thought 
to win success by use of official and mili. 
tary power, aided by a fictitious or real pro- 
slavery immigration. The friends of free in- 
stitution saw that the only sure alternative to 
secure free Kansas was by an immigration of 
an opposite character. The Free State men, 
led by Thayer, Robinson, Pomeroy, Spooner, 
and others as brave and clear-sighted asi they, 
in and outside the Territory in controversy, 
knew well the fatality of delay. They won a 
glorious success by the . match of 
population seeking tand, homes. and the just 
rewards of labor. Anci d modern history 
alike furnish innumerable rawons show- 
ing that territorial acquisitions are generally 
made either by military foreé and conquest 
or by the peaceful movement of population. 
It is clear to all who know the essentiai 
facts the real question underlying the 
Hawaiian situation is this: Shali a European. 
American population and American political 
institutions permanently predominate on 
those vaiuable isiands of the North Pacific, or 
shall an Asiatic population and an Asiatic civ. 
ilization, more or less stimuiated and con- 
trolled by British agents and British interests, 
there prevail? As long as the native mon- 
archy had some reason to be supported by a 
n mainly Polynesian and there was 
little movement of Asiatic peoples toward 
the islands, there was little danger in delay - 
ing American political and naval possession 
of them. But the conditions of fifteen and of 
twenty years ago no longer exist. The native 
ay gene is now decidedly in tke minority 
rapidiy dwindling away. Today the 
islands have not a capable of cust not a tentn, 
of what they are ca of anne

gross is from the preponderance of Asiatics. 

think there is but little danger from any 
action in the nature of force, but that unless 
active measures are taken the aceful 
invasion and conquest will more e * 
take place than any direct force possibly 
could. The danger that Anglo-Saxon civiliza- 
tion will be supplanted is really greater from 
the influx and now rapid development, in 
every line of business, of Chinese and Japan- 
ese, than was the revolutionary temperament 
of the late Queen. That was straightforward, 
awakened active hostility, and brought its 
own cure, while this is insidious and is get- 
ing in its deadly work without the majority 
of the community realizing it.“ 

Thorough information on the subject amply 
confirms the correctness of this language 
from. a most responsible citizen of Hawaii. 
As in the memoravble contest in the great 
Northwest between free civilizataon and pro- 


‘slavery institutions and interests, emigration 


is to decide whether those islands are to be 
Asiatic or American. It may be said that 
those now in possession of the Hawaiian Gov- 
erument command the situation, and that 
they are thoroughly American in principles 
and interests. rue, they are heroically hold- 
ing the American fort, and so far as any dis- 
orderly elements exiat on the islands 
the Dole Government commands the 
situation. But the islands are open 
on all sides to dangerous adventurers 
and intriguers from abroad. It puts a severe 
strain on the faithful men of the little repub- 
lic to take care of their internal affairs and 
at the same time protect’ the interests of the 
United States in the islands against foreign 
intrigue and outside dangers. Prompt un- 
nexation would put an immediate end to their 
difficulties and place American interests be- 
yond doubt and uncertainty. Why continue 
to keep that noble American colony and its 
friends on the islands in painful anxiety? 
What right has the United States to keep 
them for years in suspense to their injury? 
Postponement of annexation can only be 
injurious to all concerned. The native 
Hawaiians can beat be protected 
by American laws and civilization 
against the evils of corrupt royalism and of 
Asiatic morals and methods of government. 
Annexation would terminate at once and for- 
ever the perplexing doubts and threatening 
It. would immediately put an end to 
the selfish hopes and efforta of those few 
planters not residents in the islands who wish 
to make them mainly sugar fields and the 
home and resort of Asiatic iaborers, regard- 
less of future civilization and of American and 
other Caucasian populatzon— those who will 
be numerous, brave, and loyal enough to de- 
fend the American barbors and the American 
flag and make the islands the feeding, coaling, 
and docking stations of American commerce 
and of American naval ships in that remark. 

able center for future American predomi- 
nance and prosperity. 

It is admitted that the sugar cultivation 
needs to be fostered and to have favorable 
conditions for success, But the resident 
planters, those who regard the islands their 
permanent home and care for their. future 
civilization and government, are fast coming 
to the conclusion that contract labor is not a 
necessary requisite of successful sugar-raising, 
and already only about half the labor on the 
plantations is by the contract system, which is 
destined entirely to pass away. The necessity 
of good government and of develop other 
industries is being fully appreciat ted by the 
planters and other enterprising citizens of the 
islands. Hence the present active movement 
to promote the coffee culture for which a 
large area of land is found adapted. This ad- 
mits of small farmers. 

The itnperative exigency of the present time 
demands that this Hawaiian question shall be 
settled at once and forever, and in the only 
way it can be settled to the safety of Ameri- 
cans, Hawaii, and to the permanent welfare 
of the United States, That noble American 
colony, which for man years has been grow- 
ing up under America’s fostering care and 
America’s sacrificing, Christian efforts, now 
anxiously, bravely holds the splendid outpost 
in America’s name and interest, and appeals 
to all that is heroic and patriotic in the 
American heart, and a strangely shameful 
page of American history wouid be written 
should that appeal fail to be answered af- 
firmatively by the people and by the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 


INEFFEOTUAL GRUNTS.OF A HOGG. 
— 


They Don’t Go as Law in the State of New 
York. 

New York Post: Gov. Hogg’s requisition on 
Gov. Flower for the delivery, as fugitives 
from Texan justice, of men who have neither 
committed crime in Texas ror fled from that 
State, is a curious reversion to Southern 
methods of two generationsago. In 1835 
Gov. Gayle of Alabama made a requisition on 


| Gov. Marcy for the delivery of Robert G. 


Williams, who, he alleged, had ‘** evaded the 
justice of our laws. Williams was publisher 
of the Emancipator in this city, and his spe- 
eifle offense against the laws of Alabama was 
his declaration that God commands and all 
nature cries out that man should not be held 
as property.“ For this obvious crime he was 
duly indicted by the grand jury of Tuscaloosa 
County, Ala., and his surrender demanded of 
Gov. Marcy under Art, IV., Sec. 2, of the 
Federal Constitution, 

Gov. Gayle in making the requisition showed 
that he felt somewhat embarrassed as a jurist 
and a logician by the fact that Williams had 
never been in Alabama, and hence had never 
** fled therefrom,”’ but he proceeded to argue 
the case as follows: It has been improperly 
admitted by writers in the South who have 
engaged in discussing this subject that the 
Constitution and laws of the United States in 
regard to fugitives from justice do not author- 
ize a demand for the delivery of these incendi- 
aries to the States whose laws they have vio- 
lated. This opinion has been embraced under 
the erroneous impression that the rules of 
strict construction which, with great propri- 
ety, apply to certain parts of the Constitution 
must necessarily apply to all others. This 
delicious argumentation, which we are sure 
the innocent Hogg could not improve upon, 
was contemptuously dismissed by Gov. 


Marcy, low as was his opinion of the aboli- 


tionists. 

Four years later a case came up ina form 
still more analogous to the requisition for the 
Standard Oil people, ‘In 1839 the Governor 
of Virginia demanded of Gov. Seward the 
surrender of three colored sailors, freedmen, 
who, it was alleged, had stolen a slave— 
that is, had helped him to run away. Gov. 
Seward refused the request, partly on the 
ground of defective affidavits, but really on 
the ground that the crime for which surrender 
of fugitives should be made must be such in 
the State called upon to make the surrender. 
It was impossible, according to the laws of 
New York, that a man could be stolen in the 
sense in which the word was under- 

in Virginia, because in New 
no human being could own 
Seward’s argumenfs and corre- 
spondence on the question cover more than 
fifty pages in the second volume of his works. 
This controversy between New York and Vir- 
ginia, which John Quincy Adams declared to 
be of more vital importance to the Union 
than the bank, the tariff, the currency, or the 
land and State debts questions, is now one 
of the things which pub: ic men and even his- 
torians find it convenient to forget. Gov. 
Hogg may not care anything about such 
precedents, but the retaliatory action of Vir- 
ginia in refusing to surrender a forger wanted 
in New York ought to be of interest to him. 
How better could he vindicate the sovereignty 
of Tesas than by holding on to every New 
York criminal with the loving embrace ofa 
brother?

‘NEAPOLIS STILL A MYSTERY. 


Well-Knowe Business- Man Said to Have 
Been Seen with Her the Night of the 
Crime—St. Joseph, Mich., Citizens Fear 
to Lose Their Bomes—Gothenbarg Plan 
in IlowaeDr, Jacobs’ Marital Entangie~ 
mente Missing Witness in Spring Val- 
dev Conspiracy Case Found. 

Minweaporgs, Minn., Dec, 5.—[Special.}— 
Anotner day has passed and, so far as the 
public knows, the Catherine Ging murder 
mystery is no nearer solution than when it 
was first discovered. However, a well-known 
business-man who left Minneapolis Tussday 
morning for the East before going gave cer- 
tain persons the name of a man whom he 
claimed to have seen driving with Miss Cath- 
erinc Ging on Keawood boulevard Monday 
night. Miss Ging’s murderer is therefore 
suspected to be this man, whois a business- 
man of Minneapolis. The rolice have him 
under surveillance, but do not dare arrest 
him with the evidence at hand now and prob- 
ably will wait until the man who saw all this 
returns from the East. It ie the most impor- 
tant clew the detectives have yet discovered. 

Saw the Murderer. 

One man has turaéd up who, it is thought, 
saw the murderer. Mounted Policeman Get- 
chell was making his rounds at 8 p. m. Mon- 
day when a carriage passed him in which the 
occupants were loudiy quarreling. He saw 
that the man was thin of face and had a dark 
heavy mustache. More he could not see. He 
claims that he looked at the rig as it passed 
sharply and positively identified the Goosman 
rig which Miss Ging hired and which came 
back to the stable empty and blood-soaked. 
The spot where the body was found is about 
two miles from the spot where Getchell claims 
to have seen the pair, but is on a direct road 
thither. 

There is another clew from which some- 
thing may yét be learned. This is the note 
Miss Ging received in the morning and which, 
after reading, she tore into small bits, The 
police are making an effort to piece the paper 
togther. Apparently there ar eseveral notes. 
One signed R.“ seems to ask her to meet a 
friend from St. Louis. This initial at once 


called to mind Frederick I. Reed of St. Paul, 


manager of the Golden Rule Store. Reed 
was reported to have been once engaged to 
Miss Ging, but he denies this and says he had 
not seen her for six months. Reed has a thin 
face and a heavy, dark mustache; but he 
proves he was at work in the 
store all the evening with bis clerks. 
Thus far allsearch for the messenger who 
cattied the note has been futile. An A. D. T. 
boy has been found who carried a number of 
notes from a man at the Nicollet House, but 
he did not carry the note Mcnday. The man 
for whom he carried notes, and whose picture 
was found in Miss Ging’s boudoir, was Har- 
vey Axford, a clothing manufaccurer’s agent, 
with whom and whose wife Miss Ging was 
friendly. He had no trouble in convincing 
—— police he had nothing to do with the mur- 
er. 


Hay ward's Prominence. 


The only other suspect is Harry Hayward 
the landlord, friend, and creditor of the dea 
woman. Hayward’s admissions with refer- 
ence to his financial relations with the woman 
constituted the serions part of the case 
against him. His alibi is perfect and relieves 
him from direct connection with the crime. 
He often loaned her money, and the last loan 
was $7,000 cash. It is pretty certain that 
she had this amount on her person at the 
time of the murder and the murderer took it 
from her. Hayward’s security for thie was 
Miss Ging’s two insurance policies—one an 
accident policy for $5,000 and the other a 
regular life policy for the same amount. 
These were assigned to him.

PROVIDES FOR BOARDS OF ARBITRATION. 


Assemblyman O'Neil Preparing a Bill for 

Wisconsin Legislatare. , 
Asnianp, Wis., Dec. 5.—[Special.]—On 
of the most important bills to be brought up 
on the Wisconsin Legislature list this winter 
is being prepared by Assemblyman O'Neil of 
Washburn to cover matters of arbitration. 
The bill provides that the Governor appoint 
one to represent employers and one the labor- 
ers and they choose a third member, forming 
a Board of Arbitration.
